* of the Dath of Alleageance , Intituled GO U and t e KING: Oꝛà Dialogue, hew⸗ 
ing that our Soneraigne Loꝛd King lens being unmediate vnder GOD, within his Domumo ns, 
doth rightfully clavme WhatAocuer is required by the Oath of Alleageance, And to the end that the 
lame may bee duely read and exerciſed within his ſaid Kingdome, hath by his Highneſſe Letters 
Patents, bearing date on the thirteenth day of March laſt paſt, commanded all Arch-biſhops , 25i- 
hops, Arch-deacons, Officials, and all other Eccleſiaſticall Officers and Miniſters whatſoeuer : 
That by publique Act, Edict, Oꝛder, oꝛ ſuch other waies and meanes as they (hall thinke fit, They 
make knoWne his Maieſties royall pleaſure to be: And further to take oder that tuery Teacher, al⸗ 
well men as women, teaching eyther in the Engliſh oz Latine tongues, within their ſeuerall Dioceſſe 
within the ſaid Kingdome, eyther publikely oꝛ pauately, (hall take care that euery Scholler accoꝛ 
ding to their capacity) (ſhall and may be taught the (aide Booke eyther in Engliſh oꝛ Latine, And 
that all ſuch Teachers Whatſocuer, as hall refuſe ſo to doe, hall by the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe where 
the ſaid Teacher teacheth, be diſabled and pꝛohibited from teaching of Schollers, vatul ſuch tune as 
they (hail confoune themſelues thereunto: And further Hall incurre his Þighnefſe diſpleaſure, beſides 
ſuch other puniſhment, as by the Lawes of this Realme map be inflicted bpon them, koꝛ their laid con- 
temꝑt of his Highneſle rovall commandement, 

And further by his Highnes ſaid Letters Patents, hath commanded all and euery Arch biſhops, 
2519)9ps, QMaio:s, Bapliffes, Shiriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Officials, Parſens, Utcars, Curates, 
Conſtables, and all other the Magiſtrates, Officers and Muniters , and all other his Subiecs of his 
ſaid Kingdome : That they and euery of them, at all tunes within their ſeuerall Juriſdicttons and 
plates, doe further the vnmerſall reading and ererciſe of the ſaid Booke, And that tuery Parſon, Ur 
car, and Curate , reſpectinely Within their (aide Partlhes, doe take care, and ſee that enery Childe 
taught publikely oz pꝛiuately) be taught the ſame eyther inthe Latine oꝛ Engliſh tongue, as they may 
btſt ſoꝛt With the Capatitie of ſuch Childꝛen. Aud that they and euery of them, be ayding, helping + alli 
ſting, in the due perfoꝛmante and execution hereof, with effect, as they tender his Maucſties ropall plea 
ſure and tcommandement Herein, 

Theſe are therefoꝛe in his Maieſties name, ſtraightly to require all Maſters of Families, and cutry 
Teacher, oꝛ Teachers, men oꝛ women, puuate oꝛ publique, teaching eyther in the Englilh oz Latie 
tongues: That they take ſuch a ſpeciall care, that all, and cuery their youth , Schollecs, ſeucraliy and 
reſpectiuely, may foꝛthwith within the (pace of tenne daies nert after momtion giuen vnto them, by 
ſuch as hall be authoꝛiſed foꝛ that purpoſe, haue, read, crerciſe , and learne, and bee taught the (aide 
2500ke (oꝛder being already taken that there (hall be a ſufficient number of the ſaid Bookes in read! 
neſſe, in places conuement fo2 the buyer. And that the ſaid Bookes bee ſold by ſuch perſons, oꝛtheir 
Deputies oncly, as his Maieſty hath thertunto authoꝛiſed. And that they, noꝛ any of the ſaid De- 
puties [hall pꝛeſiune to take aboue the rate of (tre pence the Booke , neither in Latine noꝛ Engliſh, the 
ſame being in Octauo, within the (aid Dioceſſe, And further that all Perſons, Utcars , Curates, 
Church Mardens and Sideanen , doc at their ozdinary day of appearance in any Eccleſiaſticall Court 
within our ſaid Dioteſſe, quarterly preſent a true note of all their Teachers, men oꝛ women within their 
ſeueral Pariſhes, with the true number of Schollers as cuery ſuch Teacher teacheth, that their Schol 
lers may be furmlhed with Bookes actoꝛdingly, Together with the names of all ſuch as ſHal refuſe to 
tonfonne themſelues thereunto, And alſo that all and euery the ſaid Parſons, Uitars and Curates, 
Church⸗Mardens and Sidcanen, bee truely and faithfully apding , helping and aſſiſting, fo2 the vu 
tterſall diſperſing and teaching of all youth whatſocuer in the ſaid Booke, being vnder the age of rri. ac- 
coding to his Maieſtics Royall pleaſure, and late Proclamation , Dated at Theobals, the vin, of No- 
urmber laſt. Commanding all his Highneſſe loning Subieces, to obey ſuch directions, and oder, as by 
my Lo2ds grace of Canterbury, mp Lo2ds grace of Yorke, and other the Biſhops of this Realine [Hall 
be taken cherei foꝛ the better accompliſhment, and due execution hereof,accozding to his Highneſle will 
and Commandement, lames Bath: & Well:
